Employers Role In Operation Of , |
California Unemployment System

name, social security number,
and amount of wages of each
person who worked' for-him dur.
ing the quarter. With the re.
port he must send the contri-
butions due on the wages 're-
ported. The department deposits
the employer’s tax in the Un.

California’s 1 t In-
surance system is unique in that
it provides for benefit payments
to individuals who are unem-
ployed because of physical or
mental disability as well as for
those who are unemployed be-
cause of economic reasons. The
disability insurance phase was
added in 1946. Benefits paid to
unemployed individuals come
from one of two separate funds.
Persons unemployed for econo-
mic reasons are compensated
from the Unemployment Insur-
ance. fund. Those unemployed
because of disability are com-
pensated from the Disability
fund. >
The Unemployment Insurance
fund derives its revenue from
taxes paid by employers’ on
their.  payrolls; «the Disability
fund derives its..revenue from
taxes paid by employees. Prior
to May 21, 1946, the one per-
cent employees’ tax also went

Employers may protest the
payment of benefits to former
employees if they know reasons
why the applicant should be
‘disqualified. The last employer
of each applicant is notified by
the department on forms DE
1101C and DE1190 when the
¢laim for benefits is filed. Em-
ployers protesting the wxclaim re-
turn the form to the department
with reasons for disqualification
noted on the back. Other base
period employers of the appli-
cant receive a copy of the ini-
tial determination (Form DE
1545) on -each valid new claim.
If they believe the applicant is
not eligible for benefits they
must notify the department
within seven days,

California employers of -eight
or more persons are also sub-
ject to the Federal Unemploy-
ment Tax act. The federal tax
is three percent of the first $3,-
000 of annual wages, but contri-
butions. to the state are cred-
ited, leaving an actual payment
to the Federal government of
three-tefiths of one percent.

California’s law provides a
system by which qualified em-
rloyers ,may reduce their tax
rate, The “experience rating”
provision permits a reduction
from the maximum 2.7 percent
rate when the employer has a
favorable experiénce with re-
spect to unemployment suffered
by his. employees. A “reserve”
account is established for each
employer to which is credited
contributions paid by the em-
ployer, and to which is charged
paymrents of benefits to former
employees who earmgd wages
from that employer during their
base periods.
